China Assails U.S. Plan 
For More Taiwan Jets

PEKING — China said Tuesdw 
that it stroD^y o^'ected to U.& 
plans to connnoe jet Gghter sales 
to Taiwan and warned that it '^will 
never accrot any unilateral** deci- 
sion by wasbbe^tOD ann the 
estranged island.” 

The Chinese Foreign Kfinistry 
said that U.S. weapt^ sal^ to 
Taiwan raise “a m^or issue affect- 
ing China's sovereignty^ that can 
only be resolved through n^ua- 
tions between China and Taiwan. 

[Taiwan said Tuesday it took ex- 
ception 10 the U.S. decision, an- 
nounced Monday, not to sdl it 
more advanced miHiary aircraft 
and maintained that Felang stfll 
inusnded xo aittfugate tboisl^ 
force, Reuters ■ reported from 
Tsipei.] - 

Diplomatic analysts said the Pe- 
king statement, while critical of 
Washingtmi. reflected a willing- 
ness to continue talks with U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State John 
H. Hiddiidae. who completed ins 
second day here Tuesday. 

Analysts cautioned, however, 
that Pdung seems unoorapromis- 
iug in its demmid for a U.S agree- 
menu at least in prindple, to cut 
off all weapon supplies to Taiwan 
within a certain period of time. 

The Chinese Foreign hfinisiry 
statement was the First formal re- 
sponse since the U.S. State De- 
partment conftnned Monday re- 
ports of the iwopronged de^on 
to continue s^es at F-SE planes to 
Taiwan but refrain from sales o( 
more advrniced fighters. 

The brief Foreign Minisuy 
statement gave no indication that 
Chinese leaders were at all assu- 
aged by the Reagan administra- 
iiOD*s rgecdon of Taiwan’s request 
for a more advanced fighter, 

Mr. Holdridga is boieved to be 
seeking Chinese tol^tion of con- 
tinued F-5E sales to Taiwan in 
mm for Washington's agreenrat 
to forswear sales of more sophisti- 
cated Dietary aircraft.

U.S. and Chinese qx)kesmen 
refused to comment whra asked if 
a protest had been lodged with 
U.S. officials here.

TAIPEI (Reuters) — A spokes- 
man for the Taiwan Foreign Min- 
istry said Tuesday the Nationalist 
government took excq>tion to the 
condusion made by U.S. agendes 
that Taiwan’s needs could be met 
for the foreseeable future by re- 
placing its a^ng planes with com- 
parable aircrafu 

The spdtesman, Lhi Ta-Jen. 
said that Pddng had not changied 
an intention to sulgii^te Thiwan 
by-foice and added: **We earnestly 
hope that the U.S. will understand 
this situation and provide us with 
defensive weapons in accordance 
trith tte Taiwan Rdaiioos Act so 
as to enable us to keep snffideot 
militaiy cqubility to defend our- 
selves ax present as wdl as in the 
future.” 

Nationalisi officials have argued 
that more advanced fighten are es- 
sential in goardiim the Taiwan 
Straits against posdBle invaaon. 

The spokesman added that the 
pn^xjsal to extend the F-5E copro- 
duction liw would be belpfiu in 
strengthening defensive capability.

BRUSSELS — U.S. Secretary of 
State Alexander M. Haig Jr. said 
Tuesday that the Polish crisis had 
produced “a test case” chaiianging 
the credibility of the West’s previ- 
ous warnings to the Soviet Union 
not to intervene in Pedand’s af- 
fairs. 

”For well over a year, the alli- 
ance has stated that there would be 
serious consequences if the Soviet 
Union intervened to reverse an en- 
tirely peaceful dialog in Po- 
land,” Mr. Haig said in a qieech 
here. 

‘’Soviet leqxma'bility for pres- 
ent events is clear,” be saia “A 
Western faOure to obl would not 
only assist the r^ressimi of the 
Polish people but also dinrinish 
conGdeoce about our reactions to 
future events in Poland and dse- 
Miere.” 

In the Reagan administratim's 
lengthiest and most ptdexmc re- 
marks to date on the cradiidown in 
Poland, Mr. Haig seemed intent on 
maintainhis the sense of Western 
momentum created by the state- 
ment issued at the conclusion of 
the emeigen^ NATO megring 
bdd here on Monday. That state- 
ment condemned the Russians and 
warned' of European sanctions 
against Moscow. 

“The Soviets must know that 
there can be native or positive 
consequences, dqiteuding on their 
condu^” Mr. Haig said in his re- 
marks it the Inlemantmal Pres& 
Center in Brnssds. *Toland is a 
test case, and European history 
teaches that ±e g^iest in 
dealing with heavGy armed aggres- 
sors is to ignore tbw violations of 
international agreements and to 
act as thou^ nothing had h^ 
penedL”

the failure of the West to react to 
Nazi Germany’s moves in Eurc^ 
before the ontbreak of World '1^ 
IL 

Throughout the Polish crisis, the 
Reagan adndnistration has t»1cm 
the position that it had to assume 
the leadership of the West, to 
vanize other states in respoumng 
to the inqsration ot martial law, 
and in particular lo the Soviet in- 
volvemeniitt the crisis. 

Mr. Haig's speech on Tuesday 
was evidently intended to be a sort 
of rahymg cry for Western coun- 
tries and was bemg called "an im- 
portant siatemenr by Mr. Haig's 
aid^ although there were no new 
policy formulations in iL 

"Bq^d the fate of Poland, be- 
yond ^t-West relations, we must 
ultimately ask ourselves v^t these 
devdopfflents mean for oar self-re- 
spect u we do not r^pond togeth- 
er,” he said. "Tlie west is often 
accused of being moe^ a collec- 
tion cl consumer sode&es. Are we 
so sated or intimidated that we 
fear to defend the values that make 

life worth living?” 

He said that the POUsh crack- 
down "should remiad us that in 
the batde fa* the minds (rf men, 
the best arguments are to be found 
on our side.”

"The existence of successful in- 
dustrial democracies in the West is 
a strildng retuike to Soviet-s^le 
Conmumism,” Mr. Hmg said. 
"Our persistent progress, even 
with all of our fauts, means that 
the Soviet ^stem is neither neces- 
sary nor inevitable.

Solidarity Goes on Trial in Warsaw 

Umonists Defend Actions in Charged Coart Atmosphere

WARSAW — Room 224 of the Warsaw courthouse 
was packed Monday with people St ring in the aisles 
and on the windowsills when the ddense attorney 
hi^n his summation. 

u the dock were three workers, char ged with insti- 
gating a strike at the ^ant Huta Warszawa sted mill 
shortly after martial law was declared Dec. 11 

How, demanded the attorney, could woriters be 
punished for breaking a law against srriktng riiat hwH 
only just been proclaimed and that they were not 
fai^ar with? The history of Poland, he said, was the 
stwy of one war after another — a reference to the 
constitutional "state of wax” that pio>adMl 1^;^ 
gre^d for martial law. Dq>riving people of th^ 
human rights was in some respects worse than war^ 
he asserted as the crowd began to cheer. 

The judge. Andrzej L^andowski, ordoed the 
courtroom doors closed to silence ihe people in the 
corridor. . . 

The prosecutor bad asked for senteciem rai^jojg 
from four to seven years. One by one the defendwts 
stood to deliver their fmal words in their own de- 
fense. 

"The purpose of my action was to defend, the 
workm of nuta Warszawa from death," said Karol 
SzaduTski, a Solidarity leader at the milk 

"It was my du 9 to live with workers through ev- 
erything and to try to avoid a repetitimi of the kOl- 


ings in Gdansk in 1970,” said Leszek Sokolowski, 
another of the defendants. 

"The char^ are baseless,” said Jacek Upinsld. "1 
wanted to stay with the workers until the end.” 

The Warsaw courthouse is a gray, squat building 
that sits on a major thorougUare. Only 14 months 
£%o it was the scene of julHlation when Lech Walesa 
and other Solidarity leaders won a long battle to reg- 
ister their union. 

Now, the courthouse is presenting a different dra- 
ma. Eve^ day scores of former union activists and 
sympathizers laDr tbdr way past police guards to get 
into the trial When the prosecutor begins to read out 
the indjeunent, U is IQre watching ^lidarity b^ng 
dismembered piece bv piece. 

The trials are part of a huge number of court cases 
taking place all across the country. Under martial- 
law procedures of “summary justice,” the cases are 
beard quickly. usuaOy in less than a week, and the 
sentences for. organizing strikes are severe, usually 
. between thm and seven years in pri^. There is no 
- appeal unless the presidi^ judge decides otherwise. 

Over the past wedi, there have been four mals in 
the Warsaw courthouse. Three of them involved SoU- 
daiity activists at three of the majrx' factedes in the 
capiud — the FSO car plani the Huta Warszawa 
steel miU and the Ursus tractor factory. 

The fourth is a m^or showcase trial of Mad^ 
Szczepauski, former ehairman of the radio and tdevi-

“they are fighting." 

Augned against the 63-year-oId pr e mi er are some 
of the most powerful forces in China — the central 
ministries, which he b planning to trim shaipljf start- 
ing this month; heavy mdusoy, Mudi b lonng^ its 
economic prinucy; the so-called petroleum factimu 
Triiich advocates faster growth ihioud big newprqj- 
ects, parti^aily in the oil chemical and metallurgi- 
cal industries; and a group of neo-orthodox econo- 
mists, who argue that the reforms stray from Sodal- 
ism. 

The embattled Mr. Zhao appears to have received 
little support in thb Gght from Deng Xiaoping, the 
powerfiu par^ depuM chairman and the pr e mi er’s 
political patron. Mr. Deng himsdf may be extending 
agaiti ^itb opposition to hb policies within the top 
leadei^p. 

Cradal Mouths 

The next two or three months win likely prove to be 
crucial for toth men, according to infenoM FTiiiiw 
politica] observers, as Mr. Zhao presses hb economic 
refonns and Mr. Deng deals with the task of teibap- 
ing the party, and its policies as a whole, before a

Overall growth of 10 percent a year b 
mentioned frequemly, Ghiiiese sources said. Heavy 
indu$tiy would regain its old dotmnant role as a pace- 
setter rather than become simply a suf^lier to li g^r 
industry, agriculture and the consumer market. 

A r^ti^y high rate of reinvestinent, perhaps 33 
pocent of national income rather than the current 30 
percent, would be maintained to finana* prcgects. 

Qunese woiicers would be called t^)on n;nd ff thb 
scheme to. demonstrate their "revolutiODaiy ^»rit of 
h^ woric and sdf-sacrifice," and to rem&i patient 
in waiting for an improvement in thor w^s and 
lining standards.

Ma Hong, director of the Institute of Industrial 
Economics and a vice president of Chinese Acad& 
my of Soda! Sciences, also defended Mr. Zhao’s pro- 
gram. Citing aiergy shortages, transportation prob- 
lems and the need for economic reforms, he wrote in 
the Pole's Da^ newsp^ier: "We cannot expect a 
very hi» speed [in ec^omic development].” 

Mr. Zhao’s program, called the "economic re^xm- 
sibility ^em,” hM made higher living standaids a 
new priority, reduced the rate of rdnvestmeni allo- 
cated greater resources to the manufacture of con- 
sumer products and reduced admimsiraiive controls. 
This ^ves industrial and commercial enterorises 
greater operating authority and uses market forces, 
profits and worker incentives to stimulate production, 
m iha tong run, it should also lead to a deceatraliza- 
Uon of economic power ami Gberal eeonombis con- 
tend, grater viudiiy. 

But critics believe it could bring many problems in 
the short term, with enterprises (tften viobting na- 
tirniai poliw as they pursue tbdr own interests. If 
continued, it may even mean an end to Socialism in 
China, some of them contend. 

Mr. aiao’s principles for long-ienn development 
provoked so much controversy at the National Peo- 
ple’s Congress that the party leadership postponed 
plans for a t<q>-level eoDfaeoce last mmim to m»lce 
them national policy.

Pole Qtes Hope 
For Feb. 1 End 
To Martial Law

WARSAW — De^ty Premier 
Jerzy Ozdowski said Tuesday that 
the authorities "would like to end” 
martial law by Feb. 1. 

However. Mr. Ozdowski miij 
there was no timetable for ending 
the state of emergency, wUefa was 
declared Dec. 13. He said this 
would depend on the situation. 

In the past month. Premier 
Wqjciech Janizelski and other ofG- 
cials have pledged that martial law 
would last not "a moment longer 
than necessaiy.” 

Mr. Ozdowski spoke at a news 
conference for foreign jour nalis ts 
Jerzy Urban, a government 
spokesman, told the correspond- 
ents that the Polbh authorities 
would like to include Lech Walesa, 
the leader of Solidity, in future 
agreements on trade umoos. 

Umoa Activity Banned 

Although Mr, Walesa’s future b 
“unknown,” Mr. Urban sai^ "he 
b such a personality that a place 
wOl be found for him in future 
agreements.” 

Mr. Urban's hint at moderation 
was tempered by a statement mak- 
ing plain that union activity had 
bea banned from government in- 
stitutions and mii&tzies. He ad- 
mitted that some perstus had left 
their posts after the authorities had 
dissolved union locab in such in- 
stitutions. 

“Al^t 1 percent the high of- 
Gcials win and most of them 
are quitting as they do not want to 
contimie working on the principles 
outlined to them.** Mr. Urban said. 
“We demand Iqyal^ to the state.” 

Both Mr. Urban and Mr. Oz- 
dowski refused to say where 
Walesa has been tuld since the 
martial-law crackdown, which has 
led to the imemment of more than 
5.000 Solidarity acthiists. 

Several hundred have been sen- 
tenced manial-law courts. Mr. 
Walesa is believed to have been 
bdd under house arrest near War- 
’ saw. 

Mr. Urban said talks had b^un 
with "activists” of the indq:>endent 
union, but not with Solidarity as a 
whole. He also refused to name 
those said to be negotiating with 
the authorities. 

Meanwhile, a senior Communist 
Party ofGcial has called for a ma- 


jor purge in both the party* and 
trade unions in order to remove 
what he described as the danger to 
Socialism in Poland. 

Jer^ Urbanskl head of the par- 
ty's control commission, said that 
the party should use the period of 
martial law to strengthen itself 
both ideologically and p^iically. 
His remarks, which included a de- 
mand for the formation of a “re- 
newed trade union movement” 
purged oi anii-Socialisis, were re- 
ported in Tuesday's issue of the 
party newspaper, Trybuna Ludu. 

Party membership is already be- 
lieved to have fallen sharply fol- 
lowing the declaration of martial 
law. According to some estimates, 
membership has dropped from 
more than 3 million to less than 2 
million. 

In his speech. Mr. Urbanskl said 
that the speed with which ^land 
emerged from its political and eco- 
nomic crisis depraded on the “ide- 
ological uniformity" of the pony 
and its ability to regain the trust m 
the population. 

“No other body can replace the 
party,” he added in an apparent 
attempt to squelch suggestions 
that the MUita^ CouncU for Na- 
tional Salvation may be unwilling 
to ^ve up power readily. 

Printte Farmers Assailed 

In other devek^meots Tuesday, 
the ofnciaJ media assailed private 
farmers in an apparent effort to 
split them from woilters and iso- 
late leaders of the now-suspended 
farmers* union. Rural Solidarity. ; 

The party daily Trybuna Ludu 
said Uiai fanners had contributed 
to the deterioration of the nation’s 
food supplies over the past few 
months. 

Id another article, Trybunh 
Ludu assailed Andrzej Wajda, a 
prize-winning film director 
accused of advocating extremist 
tendencies in Solidarity. It was the 
first reported ofGoal criticism oS 
Wiyda, who won imcmational . 
attention with the fllms "Man of 
Marble” and "Man of Iron,” 
which dealt with the birth of Soli- 
darity and other issues of recent 
Polish history. 

Some Western news reports sug- 
gested he may have bera among 
intdlectuals interned under mar- 
tial law. 


Reagan Seems Willing 
To Ask Tax Increases

WASHINGTON — President 
Reagan is "facing reality” and ap- 
pears more wnlling than before to 
propose tax increases to hdp re- 
duce the 1983 budget deGcit, 
House Republican leader Rohm 
H, Michel of Ulinnis said aher 
meeting with the presidenL 

Rep. Michel said. Monday that 
the presidenl made dear he would 
rathw stand firm against any tax 
increase, but "I titinlc he’s just fac- 
ing reality.” 

Mr. Reagan is nearing a Gnal 
dedsioD on his 1983 budget with 
an his top adrisers urging some tax 
tnereases in order to hold down a 
deRdi that oqierts say could oth- 
erwise be around SlOO bQlion. The 
president has not made his Gnal 
dedsions. Rep. Michd said. 

He said a dcGdt as large even as 
$90 billion would be ditGcult for 
Congress to swallow. “Any deGdt 
over $75 billion or $80 billion pre- 
sents a problem to. the Congress,” 
he said. But the House GOP leader 
said he was not happy with the 
consumer tax increases on alcohol 
tobacco and gasoline the adminis- 
tration rqxirtedly has under study. 
“The average working mari has to 
pay these every day,” Rep. Michel 
said, adding tnat any such taxes 
should be accompanied by new 
taxes on "luxury” ttems. 

^orst-Case Seexiario’ 

An aide to Mr. Midiel said that 
the Republican leader used the 
number $90 billion “as a worst- 
case scenario” because he 1^ 
been assured by Office of Manage- 
oienf and Budget Director David 
A. Stockman that the deGdt wcaild 
not reach three Ggures. 

At Rq>. hficbel's most recent 
meeting with Mr. Stockman and 
presidential adrisers Thursday, the 
administration bridals provided 
no numbers. “Stockman just 
backed off when he was RcVad for 
numbers,” the aide said. "Th^ 
were open for suggestions. They 
seemed to be all ears,” he added. 

Mr. Reagan and h^ advisers fol- 
lowed the same patteni M^iday, 
offering no numb^ and mostly 
listening as the Rqxiblican leaders 
debated tax increases and sugges- 
tions to cut militan spencGna. 

"Some of us fdt the <^ens<» 
budget should be cui” said Rqi. 
Silno O. Conte, R^ublican of 
Massachusetts. Mr. Reagan 
disagreed. Rep. Conte added. He 


is reportedly prq>aring to prc^x)se 
a 15-percent increase in militaiy 
spending. Rq). Cunte said that the 
members of Congress were not 
agreed among themselves on what 
course to follow. 

R^. Barber B. Conable Jr., Re- 
publican of New Yoit, the raxiking 
member ot the House Ways and 
Means Committee, agreed, saying: 
"All the things you do or don’t do 
are unpleasant, so everyone told 
him Rea^l not to do differ- 
ent tilings.”

To Traditional Lands

ABU SIMBEL, Egypt The 
man had last seen his Nubian vil- 
lage called Adendan in 1963. just 
before it and two damn other cen- 
turies-old settieenenis were sub- 
mei^ by tbe vast artificial lake 
created the ccmstruction trf tbe 
Aswan High Dam. 

He pointed to an e»anse of 
blue waia* girded by suW sand 
dunes and said: *Tt was there — 
the fidds. tile date palms, tbe 
houses with doors (owning onto 
the Nile.

sections and moved nigh on a 
rode face to save them from imm- 
dation by Lake Nasser.

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NATO Speaks on Poland 


' It says something not altog^er comfort- 
. ing about the Atlantic Alliance that it took

their common statement on Poland. The 
; statement, however, issued by NATO foreign 

■ ministers Monday, is not bad. It puts respon- 
1 .ability on the Kiemlin as well as on the Pol- 
li.ish regime. It makes three demands — the 

- 'ending of martial law, the release of prison- 
' ers, the restoration an internal Poli^ dia- 
logue — that are hardly unreasonable. It 

1 underiines the Polish r^ime’s economic 
. ' desperadon by making formal the ensting 

• ban on new nonfood commercial credits and 

suspending negodations on Poland's for- 

* ogn debt. It warns of sancdons against the 
S^et Union that the allies might yet impose 
on thdr own. 

There is nothing surprising here and notfa- 

■ ing likely to bring an abrupt turnaround in 
* Warsaw or Moscow. Still, diough the alliance 

continues to deal with several hands, it is 
now speaking with one voice. How unfor- 

■ tunate, then, that an asterisk must be added. 
Greece sat out key parts of the NATO decla- 
ration, the new Socialist government choos- 

- ing in effect to give aid and comfort to the 
crushing of the workers in Poland, the better 
to press its grievance against fellow NATO 
member Turkey — it imagines.

is under way. The Poles, with immense debts 
and no way of their own to pay, threaten that 
if their Western creditors press them too 
bard they will default and do grievous dam- 
age to the intemadonal banking system. The 
ci^tors, with governments among them 
leaning on banks among them, hint — there 
is not the consensus yet for a real threat — 
that the whole East bloc's access to credit 
will close 1) if Warsaw or Moscow does not 
pay up and 2) if Poland does not return to 
renew^ and r^onn. 

It is earier for Americans, owed little by 
Poland, than, say, West Germans, owed a lot, 
to demand that Inland be forced to the waL

**Almost 2 million Americans have lost 

their jobs this year alone Individuals and 

famili es are bang hurt and hurt badly. Fac- 
'• tones are empfy; unemployment lines are 
fulL” Is that a Dimocratic attack on the eco- 
nomic policies of the Reagan administration? 
' No. That is from Ronald Reagan’s attack on 
his predecessor’s economic polides. It was 
- the sununer of 1980, ^dien unenqiloyment 
had peaked at 7.6 percent, and candidate 
Rea^ called it a **severe ^ression.** 

. Vi^t words then are apprtquiate for the 
, winter of 1982? This recession is already 
more severe. Unenqrloymeat reached a rate 
of 8.9 percent last month, having rapidly run 
: up from 7 percent at the offidal start of the 
recessafm in July. It is bound to rise hi gher . 

Indeed, the Reagan administrarion has en- 
gineered vdiat looks to be the lai^ surge of 
; ' unemployment since World War II; the rate 
. is bound to surpass the record of 9 percent 
’ reached in 1975. Nearfy 9.5 million Ameri- 
: ' x:ans are now officially classified as looking 
• ■ for work •— more than at any time since the 
■ ; Great D^ression. An additional 1.2 million, 
also a record, have given up looking. 

The administration clin^ to the view that 
' this is a necessary price for reaching a laud- 
able goal Mr. Rea^ denies that he deliber- 
ately invited recession. But he defended his 
entire economic strat^y on Friday by say- 
ing, *1 don’t know any other way to do it” 

How much pain does this strat«^ inflict? 
For the majority of Americans, who are in- 
deed more concerned about infla tinn than 
thm neighbor’s distress, there is not much 
paiiL But for many of the jobless, there is 
altogether too much. 

Tb^ have the misfortune of being without 
work at a time when the federal government 
has cut back on protection for the unem- 


ployed and left state ^wemments too poor 
to fill the gap. During last year’s budget blitz, 
the administration Irft intact the baric pro- 
gram by w^ch most states pay jobless boie- 
fits for 26 wedcs. But it qxmsOTed changes, 
taking effect later this year, that will make it 
harda for workers to qualify for an addi- 
tional 13 weeks. Even under the current sys- 
tem, the longer payouts were — incredibly ~ 
lost to Mich^an for 13 wedrs beginning last 
November, even as its unemployment rate 
soared to 15.1 percenL 

The federal govemn^t also compounded 
the problems of the jobless in other ways 
over the past year. Funds for state employ- 
ment offices have been reduced, curtfliling 
the hdp given to job-seekers. EligibLlity rules 
for food s tamp s and wdfare have been tight- 
oied. Federally supported work programs 
have been cut way ba^ 

The White House thinks conditions will 
gradually i^rove. But the country is already 
paying a hig^ and cnid price for a dubious 
economic remedy. 

Serious recessions always reduce inflatinn^ 
but the grin has tended to be lost with recov- 
ery, A longer advantage may accrue this rime 
because frightened woricers in such k^r in- 
dustries as autos, rubber and truddng are 
Ukdy to accept contracts with only n^est 
increases in their wages. But many of these 
workers should be retrained for entirely dijF- 
ferent work and they are getting no help 
from the government 

Mr. Reagan last week referred to the na- 
tion’s unemployinent rate as **tragic.” A bet- 
ter measure of his concern would be action 
that keq)S the burden of recession from fall- 
ing so heavily on only some regions and 
some Americans.

An Outrageous Decision 


The civil rights movement in the United 
States was pushed back to 1969 on Friday. 
The Treasury Department announced a re- 
versal of a consistent 12-year policy of deny- 
tax-exempt status to educational institu- 
tions that practice radal segregation. Gting 
the absence of clear statutoiy authority to 
withhold tax-exempt status, Treasury o£R- 
dals tossed this hot potato right to Congress, 
declaring that the benefits would be 
conferred unless Congress directs otherwise. 

This is a depIoraUe step backward and 
one that ignores not only existing laws but 
also a series of court deciaons. The question 
has long been settled — or at least it had 
been — and if a good purpose is served by 
reopening it, no one has said what it is. 

In fact. Congress has already acted Title 
VI of the Civil Rj^ts Act of 1964 specifi^- 
ly prohibits any I^d of federal assistance to 
institutions practicing radal ftiseriminatin n. 
Is tax-exempt status such a benefit? You bet 
it is. First of aU, institutions ^at qualify are 
exempted from federal Sodri Security and 
unemployment taxes. Second, and more im- 
portant, private contributions to such organ- 
izations are tax-deductible, so that gifts are 
in 3 real sense subridized by the taxpayers. In 
both cat^ories, the advantages that go with 
tax-exempt status can be measured in dollars 
and cents. Congress clearly meant to with- 
hold them from segregated schools. 

The courts have already spoken, too. 
Shortly after the 1964 act became law, dvil 
rights groups in Misrisrippi sued to stop the 
government from granting tax-exempt status 


to Jim Crow schools. Even after the IRS con- 
ceded in 1970 that it **could no longer justify 
allowing tax-exempt status to private ^ools 
vduch practice ra^ discriminatimi,** the Su- 
preme Conn affirmed a lower court’s prohi- 
bition of the practice. In that case, Vent v. 
Green, the court affirmed Treasury’s new 
poli^ as the only correct interpretation of 
the Internal Revenue Code. In light of this 
decision, it is difficult to understand Friday’s 
announcement that tax authorities are 
powerless to apply a national interest test in 
these cases. 

Hnally, the Treasury’s reversal of policy is 
wrong b^use it’s too broad. To ^te, the 
Supreme Court has not dedded the question 
of whether schools that discriminate can con- 
tinue to enjoy tax-exempt status if that dis- 
ciinunation is the result of religious bdief. 
This question was before tiie court until Fri- 
day, with the United States arguing, correct- 
ly, that while the government could not 
prohibit a religious b^ef that resulted in $^- 
regation, such belief need not be gnhd HiMd 
by the taxpayers through the granting of tax 
exemption. With its announcement Friday, 
Treasury not only reversed its position in the 
case of religious groups, it went much fur- 
ther, rdnstating tax exemptions for all 
gnwps whether or not segr^tion was re- 
quired by religious belief. 

Now it’s up to Congress. A number of 
members have already said they plan to re- 
verse this new policy dear and unequivo- 
cal statute. Support them.

RIO DE JANEIRO Fifteen 
ye^ ago, Daniel LucMg, the U.S. 
shipping magnate, paid a visit to 
the Amaz(» jungle, liked what he 
saw, and bought a piece half the 
size of Rel g htT n , 

Over the next few years he 
poured in SI billion to reaUze his 
ambition of timiing the virgin for- 
est into a profitable wood-pulp en- 
terprise. But the dream project 
slowfy became a minatona and 
Ludw^ 84 years old and in 
Ul-faeallh, is hanHing over his jun- 
gle Idngdmn to BraziL 

Under a transaction being 
worked out in Rio de Janeiro, Bra- 
silia and New Yoric, a group of 
Brazilian companies, 
the goveoimeoL wiD take over Mr. 
Lud^'s Jari piojecL named after 
tbe river it straddles. 

In return, according to bosmess 
sources Imlceri to tbe 
(he Brazilians wQ] assume tbe 
project’s ddrts and within a few 
years bqin paying M*. Ludwig a 
retino on his investmeuL 

Mr. Ludwg bought his tract of 4 
million acres ( 1.6 million hectares) 
in 1967. It Urn just south of the 
equator, part in the lower Amazon 
state of Para and part in the ndgh- 
boring territory or Amq>a. 

The U.S. billionaire, who 
shrinks from pubUdN, made his 
fortune as one of the first buDdos 
of large oU tankersL His business 
empire-also indudes a fleet of mer- 
ebant ships, oQ wdls, refineries 
and substantia! property beddings. 

HU main aim at Jari was to pro- 
duce wood-pulp for paper, a com- 
modity whi^ oe bwe^ wiD be- 
come mcrrasingly scarce. 

The Jari prcgect sought to ex- 
pUrit the forests without wreaking 
ecologjcal havoc. In recent years, 
ecologists have become oonexmed 
at unconmdled tiee-fdUng in tbe 
Amazon Basin. Developers 
down timber, burn the remaining 
undergrowth and leave infertile 
desert in tbe plads of lush jungje. 

In contrasL the Jari project at- 
tempted to plant trees and to farm 
them efficiently. Mr. Ludwig's 
men cleared 250,000 acres (100,000 
hectares) of 1 ^ and planted 
pines, eucalyptus and the gnidma. 
a quh^-growing tree from Asia. 

Current timber production U 1.2 
mOliom metric tons a year ai^ 
should grow to 134 mOlion in 
1986, according to a rq^rt issued 
by burinessnsen negotiating the 
unnsaction. 

In a move typical of his drive 
and determination, Ludu^ 
bought a pidp-prooessing plant in 
Japan and towed it round the 
world and up the Amazon to tbe 
heart of Jari. It now produces 
240,000 metric tons of pulp a year. 


Other undertakings included a 
lar]^ rice-growing pnjecL the es- 
tablishment of herds of 6y400 wa- 
ter buffalo and 4300 cattle as weD 
as smaller agricultural plan*- 

The prcgect had one stroke of 
luck. Jari turn ed out to contain an 
estimated ISO-nmllion-metiio-ton 
deposit of ka<to, a white clay used 
in nigVmg poredain and paper. 
Corrent production is about 
150.000 metric tons of processed 
kaolin a year. 

To serve all these q>erations, 
Mr. Ludwig built 60 kilo^iers (40 
rnSes) of railway, 500 kfiometers 
(300 miles) of main roads, 4,000 Id- 
lometers ( 2 ,^ miles) ct second- 
roads, sot small towns, three 
aiifidds, and a port 

Despite his detmnination and 
energy, Jari has ytt to pay a divi- 
dend on tbe bimm ddbrs Mr. 
Ludwig pm into h — $650 million 
of investment from his business 
empiTB and $350 miUion in foreign 
credits. 

The tropical Amazon sofl turned 
out to be much less fertile *h«n ex- 
pected, cuttii^ yields, and the Asi- 
an trees adap^ li^ wdl thau 
hc^ed. Mr. Ludwig, vibo, accord- 
ing to newspaper («{)orts has used 
more than 20 project manage^ in 
15 years, complaii^ thm the Bra- 
ziKan governnumt was hindering 
Jari wi A bureaucratic maneuvers. 

His ownership of sudi a huge 
tract of land also provoked attacks 
from some pc^tidans, 'tidio de- 
manded nationalization of tbe 
project 

But according to the sources, it 
was lus faffing health more than 
any other factor, uduch finally per- 
suaded the ^jng bifliotiaiie to part 
with his pet prcgect 

Mr. Ludwig, said to be confined 
to bed in New York, put the prob- 
lem in the hands d a long-time 
friend and assodate, Ai^usto de 
Asanwndu Antunes.

DETROIT — The United Auto 
Workers union, opening an un- 
p»recedented round of eariy collec- 
tive bar gaining , has vowed not tO 
give up as much in negotiations 
with General Motors and Fi^ 
Motor as it gave up with Quysler. 

But UAW Prudent Douglu 
Fraser pledged Mouday that the 
union would negotiate “creatively" 
with Ford and GM in an effort to 
reach quick agreement on a new. 
leaner labor contract 

The union's three-year agree- 
ments with Ford and GM do not 
expire until Sq>t 14. But the 
UAW, acknowled^g a “crisis sit- 
uation" in the auto industry, 
agreed last week to b^n new con- 
tract talks immediately. Ordinari- 
ly, talks would not have be^ un- 
^ late summer. 

The UAW has set a Jan. 23 
deadline for the talks. That is the 
date the union's bar gaining coun- 
dls at GM and Fc^ are scheduled 
to meet in Washington, where they 
win consider a tentative agreement 
on concessioas if one is reached. A 
UAW membership ratification 
vote would follow. 

Bargainers for Ford, GM and 
the UAW, meeting Monday with 
reporters, talked tb^ “common 
suffering" and said they were pre- 
pared to consider almost anything 
to attain their goals: Lower labor 
costs for the companies and in- 
creased j'ob security for the work- 
ers. 

“We are prepared to al- 

most any item,’’ said Alfred S. 
Warren, tbe in 4 ustrial- mlarions 
vice president who heads CM’S 


baigaining team. “I think that in- 
dicates just how critical the situa- 
tion U." 

But Mr. Fraser drew the line ai 
extending a Chrysler-«tyie contract 
to Ford and 'CM. Last year. 
Chiysler workers accepted a freeze 
in wages and cosiK)f-Uving adjust- 
ments as pari of the feder^ rescue 
plan for the automaker, and work- 
ers now are employed at Chrysler 
for about $230 an hour less than 
for Ford andGM. 

“There is no Chryrier in Ford’s 
rumie." Mr. Fraser said after the 
union's first sessions with Ford. 
He said the same thing abmrt GM 
after meeting with that company 
later in the day.

Rebate Programs

DETROIT — In an effort to 
spur sales. Ford Motor and Ameri- 
can Motors Corp. are launching 
rebate offers of up to $500 to 
buyers of smne models. 

The Ford program, announced 
Tuesday and running up March 
13, offers up to $400 — in the form 
of a rebate equal to 5 percent of 
the base sticks price — to buyers 
of I9S2 Ford E^rts or Meicu^ 
Lynxes. Tbe automaker said it will 
airo win pay for most mainteoanre 
for the two years or 24,000 
miles, whichever comes first. 

AMC announced a program

to buyers who trade in cars built 
before 1979 for 1981 or 1982 Spir- 
its, Concords and Eagles.

TTie Group's net operating profit before provisions for 
the year ended 31 August 1981 at R266,2ta was 2,7 per 
cent below the R273,7m earned in the previous year. 
This reflects the fact that the demand for platinum 
group metals from Rustenburg held up longer than 
earlier anticipated and it was not until the last quarter 
of Rustenburg's financial year that a shaip decline in 
that dmnand occurred. The demand for platinum &om 
Rustenbuxg at its price of S475 per troy (xince has 
continued to fall during the current year, a fact to 
which I refer in detail later in this review. 

The provision for renewals and replacments was 
R33,0m (1980: R33,7m) and the liabili^ for taxation 
' together with the provision for tax nort^isation was 
Rll3,2m (1980: Rll4,4m). F^roflt after taxation was 
therefore Rl20,0m or 95,8 cents per share compared 
with Rl25,&n or 100,2 cents per share in l^d 
Dividends were increas^ by 12,3 per cent to 45 cents 
per share and R63,6m was transferred to reserves. 

These results reflect a 9 per cent increase in revenues 
&txn the sale of metals primarily as a result of the 
higher price received for platinum during 1981 
together with a higher volume of sales of nickel and 
copper. Working costs increased by 21,8 per cent as 
compared with 1980. Tbe largest cc»nponent of this 
increase arose from the wage adjusUnents granted to 
employees. • 

ITie inflow of funds to the group after provision for 
taxation and payment of dividends during the year 
amounted to Rl03,6m. Expenditure on mining assets 
amounted to R48,7m, R31,0m was invested in Matthey 
Rustenbui^ Refiners, woricing capital was increased 1^ 
R19,0m and R4,9kn was spent on feasibility studies and 
on an increase in stores and materials. 

Platinum is a cyclical industry and Rustenburg has 
deliberately over the last few years strengthened its 
financial position to be better able to endure the lean 
periods such as that at present prevailing in the

THE PLATINUM PRICE 

The free market price of platinum oscillated between a high of 
$722 in September 1980 and a low of $390 in August 198L 
TTuoughout the year Rustenburg's published price for platinum 
was $475 per tn^ ounce. The frW market price fell below 
Rustenbuig ‘s price for the first time during the year in January 
1981. It tlwn fluctuated around Rustenbiu^'s price until May 
when it again fell below $475 and it remained in a range between 
'$462 and $380forthe rest of 198L 

lliis behaviour of the free maiket price of platinum was not 
entirely unexpected as the earlier hopes of a recovery in the 
economies of the developed industrial countries of the Western 
world aborted. That and the very high interest races which 
prevailed as a result of policies aimed at reducing inflation 
pi^cuJarly in the United States of America and &e United 
Kingdom but also generally elsewhere, depressed the demand for 
platinum both fr^ Rustenburg's traditional customers and 
investors and speculators alike Hie risk, to which I referred last 
j'ear. that significant quantities would be sold back at the free 
muket price to users from the latter, thus came about and is 
continuing. 

Platinum has not been alone in this as all precious metals fell 
from favour to more or less the same degree as investors and 
specu)ators 6 witchedintooth.erayenuesofinvestment Indeed the 
bee market prices platinum and gold moved in tandem 
throu^iout the year though the free maiket price of platinum has 
now been below that of gold more or less continuously since 
November l98i>, whereas it has normally been hi^er ty some 20 
per cent This seems to reflect tbe continued emphasis on the 
monetary facet {srecious metals and to ignore the fact that 
platinum is also a strategic industrial metal with a 
proportionately larger base for its industrial usage 

AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY 

The level of automolnle sales ty American manufocturers failed to 

show any mariied improvement and in fact for the first eleven 
months of 1981 was a little over 4 per cent below the 
corresponding period in the previous yeax. As a consequence the 
demand for platinum for use in catalytic devices m American 
automobiles fell below that of the prmous year. This fall was 
exacerbated by tecfaxucal advances which diminished the amount 
of platinum group metals needed <xi particular models to meet the 
current emission control standarda In contrast, sales of Japanese 
automobiles continued at a high level 
The United States automol^ industry has now had three bad 
years in succession and whilst it is diffiwlt to see an immediate 
change for the better in its fortunes there is evidence of a growing 
pent-up demand in North America as a result of the increase in the 
sn/erage age of the automobile in use there: Htis should sooner or 
later & translated into purdiases of new cars and obviously a fall 
in the rates of interest would further encourage that to come 
about 

Rustenburg has also entered into contracts with automobile 
manufacturers elsewhere and is due to b^in to supply me^ 
under the first of these before the md of the current financial 
year. 

The extent of the future demand for platinum frem the 
automobile industry in the years that lie ahead remains diffiew 
to assesa Certainly tiie troids in the United States of America 
towards smaller cars and diesel-ei^ined autunobiles have 
continued and the autonobile manufacturers will probably 
continue to make teriinical advances whereby they need smaller 


amounts of platinum gmp metals to meet the pollution control 
standards for any particular car. Congressional hearings are at 
present being held into what, if any. amendments of significance 
should be made to the currmtly prescribed standard It would be 
imprudent to comment until tte outcome is known except to say 
that there have been significant benefits in America and 
elsewhere from the imposition of these relations. It is also not 
yM known with certainty what standards for pollution control 
will apiply in 1984 when they are due to be ajqilied to heavy duty 
vehicles and finally whether standaids will be imposed for diesel- 
engined vehiclea C>ontroU in respect of the level of paniculate 
emissions 6 rora the latter are likely to become an increasingl>’ 
important issue To this end research and development wozk is 
being carried cut fay Johnson Matthey Incorporated in America 
who have already made substantial progress towards the 
elimination of paniculates from diesel eadiausts using a platinum 
catalyst 

The use of platinum as a catalyst ei ther on heavy duly or diesel- 
engined vehicles would result in a substantial increase in demand. 
It remains, however, likely that as time passes increasing 
quantities of platinum will be recovered from conyerters from 
scrapped automobiles but suppliesfrom that source are likely to be 
very sensitive to the free maiket price 

JEWELLERY 

The net imports of platinum into Japan increased substantially 
during Rustenburg's financial year to 1 139 000 ounces. This was 
37 per cent higher than the previous year. The demand for 


likely to be somewhat in excess of R80m financed equally b\‘ 
Johrison Matthe>' and Rustenburg. It is. of course, a matter for 
regret that this figure of the final cost has had to be regularly 
revised upwards Imt when the point is reached where this new 
refinery can treat the whole of Rustenburg's production (which is 
anticipated in April 1962). considerable savings in tenns of the 
overall refining costs and a higher level of recoveiy should be 
realised. 

EMPLOYMENT PRACTICES 

FVuther progress was made during the year towards an integrated 
wage sc^e when another significant wage increase was granted 
W^e increases granted over the past three >’ears to our bladi 
employees have, in fact, amounted in the aggregate to 113 
cent it is therefore pleasing to be able to rec^ particularly in 
the present maiket circumstances, that the gains in productivity 
during the same period have also been substantial 

Compared to 1974. the mill throufdtput for Rustenburg 
Platinum Mines in 1961 increased hy some 30 per cent, whereas 
the total labour complement actually decreased by abixit 8 per 
cent over the same period despite the fact that in the interim 
Amandelbult Section was brought into production and develqsed 
as a major mine 

It has. I regret to say. not yet proved possible to reach 
i^reement with the Minewoikere Union on the introduction of 
changes to the oiganisation structure on Rustenbuig mines to 
allow better utilisation of its human resources. .As the 
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platinum for use in jewellery recovered with the fall in the free 
maiket price on which this sector of the industry is largely based 
and this has continued to data Durii^ the firk two mtxiths of 
Rustenburg's current financial year imports of platinum into 
Japan have been 10 per cent above those in the corresponding 
period to October 19^ 

There was t^ain encouraging progress in the off-take for 
platinum for jewellery in \lfest (jmrmany and tbe United States of 
America. In the United Kingdom given the economic conditions 
within that country the level of sales was satisfactory. Tbe level of 
oft-4ake in the aggregate within these three countries remmns 
very small in comparison to Japan where, as 1 have said, there was 
a substantia] increase in demand despite increasing competition 
from gold. It is therefore important that Rustenburg should 
continue to promote efforts to v^en both the varied and range of 
platinum jewellery and to make it readily available for sale in 
these countries and elsewhere. Of equal if not greater importance 
is to foster fiirther improvements in the design and quality of the 
jewelleiy. 

INDUSTRIAL DEMAND 

Given the economic conditions which prevailed in the major 
western developed countries during the year, general industrial 
demand held up reraonably well until late in Rietenburg's 
financial year and still continues to do so in Japan. 

The picture was as usual mixed. Demand fbr use in the 
manufacture of nitric acid continued at a reasonable level and the 
same was true for the oil industry despite the fact that refineries 
continued to operate at less than foil capacity. Hie sale of 
platinum in thermocouples was surprisingly good particularly in 
JapaiL In contrast, as a result ofthe recession in the United States 
of America in the automobile, leisure craft and construction 
industries, the demand for platinum in the manufacture of fibre 
glass fell and continued to do so as the rate of new housing starts 
in America declined further. Sales to the ^anical indusi^ also 
declined. The demand for platinum for the production of optical 
glass decreased in the United States of America and Europe but 
was better maintained in Japan. 

The prices for other platinum group metals declined in similar 
fashion and though demand for palladium held up well it was only 
possible to effect sales at prices very substantially below those 
realised in the previous year. Mayor markets for rhodium are the 
automobile and glass industries and as a consequence sales fell 
significantly in terms of both quantity and price. Revenue from 
nickel increased substantially as Rustenburg sold a larger 
quantity at a higher price though in recent months the price of 
nickel has weakened as indeed has that for cobalt 

BASE METAL REFINERY 

The new Matthey Rustenburg Refinery was officially opened on 
14 Ocufoer 1981 This refinery lias been planned to have the 
eapadty to produce 19000 tons of nickel llOOO tons of copper; 
2500 tons of cobsh sulphate and 45000 tons of sodium sulphate 
crystals. This is in excess of Rustenborgk present capacity to 
produce but should stand Rustenburg in good stead in the firture. 
The final cost of this new refinery cannot yet be determined but is 


implementation of such changes is' both desirable and in Lime 
ineritable, it would seem to me tu be in the interest of all the 
parties involved to move forward now rather than later. The 
proposals that Rustenburg put to the parlies concerned were 
formulated on a basis designed to safegu^ the interests of all its 
employees. 

OUTLOOK 

The demand for platinum continues for a wide spectrum of usage 
though not surprisingly at a somewhat lower rate in the light of 
the recession in No^ America and Western Europa The present 
business is being conducted predominantly on the basis of the free 
maiket price and our cusbxners have i^uced their take from 
Rustenbiug to their contractual minima. The result has been a 
very considerable fall in Rustenburg's sales in the current year to 
date and this is likely to continue for as long as the free market 
price remains substantially below Rustenburg's price. It is thus 
vital that the balance of supply and demand be re-established and 
Rustenburg has therefore already adjusted downwards its level of 
production at the Rustenburg. Union and Amandelbult mines. 
This has been done on the basis of natural wastage and will 
therefore have a cumulative efiect 
It is unfortunately impossible to gauge the quantities of 
platinum available for delivery at the free inarket price and even 
thoL^ I suspect that stocks of metal held by speculators and 
investors may have been substantial in June 1^1. they will have 
decreased significantly since and indeed the reduc^ level of 
known stocks tends to corroborate that view. If that is so. this 
absorption of metal held temporarily in the hands of those who 
are neither users nor more pennan^t holders of platinum will 
pvove once it U over to have been a healthy development for the 

industiy though the cycle may recur in the foture. The liquidation 
of stocks held by others than the pnxkicers is primarily motivated 
by the desire to realise cash to be invested elsewhere and 
consequently the price realised for the platinum appears to be a 
lesser feetox For tiie present therefore, there seems no advantage 
to be gained hy Rustenbuig in matching the free maiket price, as 
that price would seem likely only to fall forther and it is unlikely 
that Rustenbuig would sell significantly larger quantities 
Rustenburg's profits for the first half of this year are likely bo be 
severely lower than last year and the same is tw for the year as a 
whole and indeed until either a better balance of demand and 
supply is established at Rustenburg's price or until there is an 
economic recoveiy in the United States of .America and Western 
Europe:
